In response to the Restriction Requirement interposed by the office action 



mailed December 12, 1997, Applicants hereby elect Category I (claims 40 and 42-53) 
with traverse. If the peptides claimed in Invention I are patentable, then it follows 
that the fusion peptide of claim 41 is also patentable. Therefore, the claims should 
not be separately examined, nor should applicants be put to the expense of filing an 
unnecessary second application. 

In further response to the office action, Applicants elect species A (claims 42, 



45, 48-51) and further elect subspecies A (claims 48-49).
